This  Act  makes  provision  for  compulsory  removal  of  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention  from  their  ovm  home  to  hospital  or  other  suitable  accommodation. 
Such  persons  have  to  be  suffering  from  grave  chronio  illness  or,  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  are 
unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  or  receive  from  others  proper  care  and  attention. 

Several  old  persons  living  in  the  district  were  brou^t  to  my  attention 
and  therefore  visited  but  statutory  action  was  not  found  to  be  necessary.

At  the  end  of  the  yoar  there  were  171  families  on  the  waiting  list  for 
accommodation  as  compared  to  177  at  the  end  of  1965*  The  waiting  list  includes 
some  but  not  all  of  those  people  living  in  unfit  proi)erties  and  it  cannot  be 
considered  as  a complete  guide  to  housing  needs  in  the  Borou^. 

Housing  for  the 

The  elderly  person  living  in  an  unsatisfactory  and  often  unfit  house,  in 
which  he  is  unable  to  manage  may  have  to  be  placed  in  institutional  care  for 
social  rather  than  medical  reasons.  This  situation  is  not  helped  in  the  Borough 
because  there  are  a large  niimber  of  unfit  houses  coupled  with  an  ageing  populatio, 
The  1 961  census  showed  that  there  were  1 ,451  persons  over  retirement  age  and  the 
figtire  will  increase  to  1,700  in  less  than  ten  years.  The  position  should  be 
improved  by  the  Council's  decision  to  provide  a warden  service  for  the  old 
persons  flats  at  Cooper  Court  and  Orchard  Avenue,

The  number  of  applications  lodged  for  Improvement  Gr^ts  is  most 
disappointing  and,  despite  the  publicity  v/hich  has  been  given  in  the  past 
to  the  availability  of  Grants,  owners  and  landlords  do  not  readily  take 
advantage  of  the  financial  assistance  and  encouragement.  The  aim  must  be 
to  modernise  all  properties  which  have  a minimum  foreseeable  futtjre  of  15 
years. 

The  Standard  Grant  scheme  is  designed  to  meet  one  half  of  the  cost  of 
providing  a dwelling  with  a bath  in  a bathroom,  inside  W.C.,  wash-hand  basin, 
hot  water  8\q)ply  to  bath,  wash-hand  basin  and  sink,  and  ventilated  larder, 
subject  to  a maximum  grant  which  in  certain  oases  can  be  as  much  as  £350.  In 
the  case  of  Discretionary  Grants,  these  aim  at  dwellings  being  improved  to  a 
much  hi^er  standard,  with  a maximum  grant  of  £400.,  or  £500,  in  certain  instances. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  property  owners  will  show  more  willingness  to 
improve  sub- standard  but  otherwise  sound  dwellings.  The  Public  Health  Department 
is  always  prepared  to  discuss  improvement  proposals  and  offer  advice  and 
assistance.

The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  V7as  assisted  in  this  work  for  a period 
of  one  month  by  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  employed  jointly  by  the 
Bridport  Rural  District  Council  and  Lyme  Regis  Borou^  Council. 

Only  47  visits  of  inspection  were  carried  out  in  19^6,  compared  with  89 
in  the  previous  year.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  devote  specific  attention 
to  the  Act  and  its  implementation-  but  much  has  been  achieved  when  the  oT/ners 
of  registered  premises  have  informed  the  department  of  their  intention  to 
carry  out  alterations.  In  such  cases,  the  requirements  of  the  Act  have  been 
discussed  and  fully  complied  with. 

In  March,  an  application  by  a firm  of  Solicitors  was  received  for  an 
exemption  oeiddLficate  in  respect  of  an  additional  water  closet,  which  V7as 
the  subject  of  an  informal  notice.  This  was  refused  by  the  Council, 


One  of  the  very  important  Sections  of  the  Act  reqxiLres  an  employer  to 
notify  the  local  authority  should  any  employee  have  sviffered  injtiry  at  work 
and  been  av/ay  for  a period  longer  that  3 days.  Only  one  accident  was  notified 
and  this  concerned  a woman  employee  in  a retail  shop  who  slipped  and  fell  on 
stairs  leading  to  an  upper  floor.  This  accident  was  investigated,  lighting 
improvements  were  recommended  and  duly  carried  out  by  the  shop  management. 


Informal  notices  were  served  on  the  occupiers  of  11  registered  premises.

Some  doubt  has  been  expressed  as  to  the  praoticability  of  fluoridation 
in  West  Dorset.  It  is  not  easy  to  add  chemicals  to  water  when  the  II.0W  is 
small  and  subject  to  fluctuation,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  use  of  a dry- 
feeder  would  be  impracticable,  mainly  because  an  increase  in  s-baff  would 
be  necessary  for  maintaining  the  equipment.  However  the  use  of  fluoride 
in  solution  with  automatic  equipment  has  already  been  demonstrated  in  rural 
areas  to  be  practical  and  economic*

The  outfall  sewer  to  be  constructed  at  West  Bay  has  been,  among  other 
considerations,  designed  to  avoid  beach  pollution.  In  order  to  achieve  this 
it  is  necessary  to  locate  the  discharge  point  of  the  26  in.  diameter  s-teel 
pipe  4300  ft.  from  the  low  water  mark. 

Work  is  scheduled  to  start  on  this  scheme  on  the  Janaury,  196? 

and  it  is  hoped  that  the  first  stage  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  Jiay. 

The  outfall  pipe  which  is  made  of  steel  will  be  protected  by  a concrete 
coating  and  also  a lining  of  epoxy  resin  which  will  prevent  corrosion  and 
abrasion.

The  pipe  sections  will  he  transported  along  the  railway  embankment  to  a 
position  approximately  2300  ft.  from  the  sea  end  of  the  station  platfom  at 
West  Bay,  Tl:.ese  sections  will  then  be  welded  together  into  two  main  lengths, 
each  length  ')eing  2300  ft*  long,  and  laid  on  rubber  tyred  conveyors  ready  for 
pxolling  out  CO  sea, 

A temp  ;rary  ooffer-dam  will  be  constructed  in  the  surf  area  to  enable 
the  pipe  tc  be  launched  to  the  sea  bed.  The  launching  route  from  the  railway, 
siding  to  -.he  end  of  the  ooffer-dam  will  be  excavated  and  rubbef  tyred  rollers 
placed  in  position.  Two  areas  of  rook  on  the  sea  bed  will  need  to  be  blasted 
out  to  enf.ble  the  pipe  to  be  laid  in  a trench. 

At  this  stage  a barge  with  a winch  will  be  moored  offshore  and  pulling 
wires  lar'.d  from  the  barge  to  the  first  length  of  pipe  on  the  rail  embankment. 
Then  the  pipe  will  be  pulled  out  to  sea  and  trenched  into  the  sea  bed  using  a 
marine  plou^.  The  second  length  will  be  welded  to  the  first  and  the  completed 
pipe  pvCJLed  to  the  required  position. 

Once  the  submarine  outfall  has  been  completed  Bridport  Borough,  villages 
from  Bridport  R.D,  and  Beaminster  R.D,  and  the  tovm  of  Beaminster  will  be 
linked  to  the  scheme  in  progressive  stages. 

The  outfall  of  course  cannot  be  used  until  the  pumping  station  at 
West  Bay  is  in  operation  and  it  is  hoped  that  tenders  for  this  will  be 
approved  early  in  the  new  year.  It  is  anticipated  that  tenders  for  the 
pressure  pipe  line  from  Beaminster  will  be  received  in  March  i967  the 
main  work  on  this  scheme  will  be  completed  early  in  1968. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


At  the  present  moment  there  is  no  real  problem  of  atmospheric  pollution. 
However,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Borough  of  Bridport  and  part  of  the  exorrounding 
rural  area  is  situated  in  a basin  between  hi^  hills  from  time  to  time  smoke 
and  fog  can  be  trapped.  Any  increase  in  housing  or  indxistry  mi^t  cause  an 
increase  in  smoke  production  and  it  was  therefore  thou^t  valuable  to  obtain 
measurements  at  this  stage  for  comparison  in  the  future.  At  the  same  time 
the  figures  obtained  are  passed  to  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratories  which  assists 
then  in  the  collecting  of  national  statistics.  There  are  three  recording 
stations  in  West  Dorset  stationed  at  the  G-rove,  Town  Hall  and  on  Eggardon  Hill, 
two  were  equiped  by  a grant  from  the  Coxmty  Comcil  and  for  the  third  the 
eqxrLpment  was  loaned  from  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory. 

The  figures  recor«lQd  at  Eggardon,  together  with  those  ascertained 
at  the  Grove  and  the  Town  Hall,  both  within  the  Borough  of  Bridport,  are 
shown  in  the  following  table.

The  following  graphs  show  the  different  levels  of  pollution  at  the  Town  Hall 
and  the  G-rove  it  can  be  assumed  that  the  pollution  duo  to  industrial  and  domestic 
fires  at  the  Town  Hall  is  the  same  as  that  recorded  at  the  Grove  and  that  any 
difference  in  the  recordings  obtained  at  the  Town  Hall  must  be  due  to  road  traffic. 

It  is  known  -ttiat  smoke  pollution  from  road  traffic  is  negligible  at  a distance  of 
50  yards  from  the  place  of  emission. 

Pollution  from  both  petrol  and  oil-using  internal  combustion  engines  oan 
be  divided  into 

(a)  visible  smoke,  and 

(b)  invisible  gases  such  as  carbon  monoxide,  hydrocarbons, 
aldehydes,  nitrogen  oxides. 

Petrol  engine  exhaust  gas  contains  products  of  incomplete  combxistion  with  little 
sulphur  dioxide  but  high  carbon  monoxide  content,  and  it  is  the  s\iLphur  dioxide 
vdiioh  is  measiu^d  at  our  stations.  On  the  other  hand  diesel  engine  exhaust  gas 
contains  a large  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  and  lesser  amounts  of  carbon  monoxide. 
Diesel  fmes  may  contain  the  hydrocarbon  benzpyrene  also,  vdiich  substance  is 
said  to  caxise  lung  oancer,  but  much  larger  quantities  of  both  sulpher  dioxide  and 
benzp3n:^ne  are  discharged  to  the  atmosphere  by  the  burning  of  ooal.  Smoke  from 
coal  fires  is,  of  course,  discharged  at  roof  top  level,  whereas  diesel  engine 
exhausts  are  discharged  at  pavement  level. 

The  results  obtained  in  are  shown  on  the  following  graphs and  it  should 

be  appreciated  that  similar  graph  curves  need  not  necessarily  be  obtained  during 
1967  as  both  smoke  and  siilpher  dioxide  content  of  the  oontinuoiis  samples  is 
affected  by  rainfall,  temperature,  etc.  The  effect  of  November  ’’fogs"  and  mists 
is  clearly  shown  en  both  graphs,  but  other  high  monthly  rainfalls  do  not  produce 
"peaks”  on  the  graph  •unless  the  rainfall  was  spread  fairly  evenly  over  the  month, 
for  heavy  rain  tends  to  wash  •fche  atmosphere  and  "clean"  samples  are  taken  in-bo 
the  recording  apparatus.  The  sulpher  dioxide  graph  clearly  indicates  th®  holiday 
months,  with  the  effect  of  the  sukpher  dioxide  held  in  suspension  in  the  atmosphere  I 
by  the  November  mists.

There  is  no  swimming  bath  at  present  but  bathing  takes  place  duidng  the 
summer  months  in  the  sea  and  in  the  river  basin  at  West  Bay,  A number  of  water 
samples  have  been  taken  from  this  basin  and  were  xonsatisfactory,  not  coming 
to  the  standard  acceptable  in  a swimming  bath.  It  is  hoped  that  pollution 
of  the  basin  will  be  decreased  when  the  long  sea  outfall  comes  into  operation. 


SCHOOLS . 


These  are  regxalarly  inspected.  All  have  water  closets,  piped  water 
and  washing  facilities.  All  are  supplied  daily  wiidi  Pasteurised  milk. 

ROD^^  CONTROL  AND  l^IGAmiON  OF^  VgUgN . ' 

The  practical  work  cf  rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  one  part-time 
Rodent  Operator  who  works  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Jiinistiy  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  methods  of  control 
are  strictly  adhered  to. 

Private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of  charge,  but  the  whole  of  the 
cost  of  treating  business  premises  is  recovered  from  o\7ners  at  the  rate 
of  10/-  per  hour.

PUBLIC 

Three  men  are  employed  f\iLl-time  and  three  men  part-time  in  refuse 
collection.  One  refuse  collection  lorry  is  used  full-time  and  one  part-time. 

The  refuse  is  tipped  on  a site  at  Botlienhampton  where  a man  is  fully  employed. 
Collections  are  made  on  weekdays  from  central  business  premises.  Various  hotels 
in  the  harbour  area  receive  tv;o  collections  a week  and  domestic  premises  one 
collection  per  week.  Approximately  1050  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  from 
approximately  3210  dustbins,  All  tins  are  tipped  on  the  refuse  site  which  is 
in  the  Bridport  Rural  District, 

Street  cleaning  was  carried  out  by  three  full-time  and  one  ptirt-time 
sweeper  with  street  orderly  carts  and  a total  of  six  miles  xvas  swept  daily, 
one  mile  three  tines  weekly,  two  miles  twice  weekly  and  three  miles  once 
weakly. 


CAIiPINC  SITES . 

Apart  from  a few  sites  with  a single  caravan  on  each,  the  main  site 
is  at  West  Bay  and  owned  by  the  Council  who  employ  a full-time  Supervisor 
and  three  men  during  the  camping  season,  which  lasts  from  1st,  April  - 30th 
September,  Water  is  supplied  to  various  standpipes  near  which  are  concrete 
tanks  for  the  reception  of  foul  water  and  ;diich  are  emptied  regularly  by 
a temk  emptier,  A daily  collection  of  refuse  from  covered  metal  receptacles 
scattered  throiogh  the  camp  field  is  made  during  August  and  three  times  a 
week  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  No  caravans  are  allowed  to  remain  on  the  site 
after  30th.  September,  The  hall  erected  by  the  Coimcil  on  the  site  is  much 
appreciated  by  the  campers,  as  are  also  the  three  permanent  shops.
